On April 7, 2008, Examiner Korobov and Scott W. Brim discussed the pending 
application and U.S. Provisional Pat. App. No. 60/286,225. Applicants thank the 
Examiner for the opportunity to discuss the application. During the interview, Examiner 
Korobov asserted that U.S. Provisional Pat. App. 60/286,225 taught each element of 
claim 1 . Applicants disagreed and submitted that U.S. Provisional Pat App. 60/286,225 
fails to teach at least the last element of claim 1 of routing a message which is to be 



routed to one of a plurality of authorized parties to an active communication device 
associated with the second authorized party in response to determining that the 
presence of a first party remains undetected and detecting the presence of the second 
authorized party. Examiner Korobov stated that he intended to reopen prosecution on 
the merits.
